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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

2. The closest prior art of record, US 5,168,709 to Bombard and US 5,813,849 to 
Schwartz et al., fail to teach each and every limitation of the instant invention. 
Specifically, Bombard and Schwartz et al. fail to teach a cleaning system specifically 
designed for mobile railcars, or a pressurized container cleaning system having a 
protective housing with a plurality of valves and sideports, a pressure plate located on 
top of the container, or a platform adjacent to the top of the container, which are 
disclosed as essential elements of the claimed invention, as described in claims 1-23. 

3. For the foregoing reasons, and others, claims 1-23 are believed to recite 
patentable subject matter.
